Institute a short time since, and prompted M. Jules 
Favre to canvass the French Academy for the seat 
vacated by the death of Victor Cousin. A seat in 
the French Academy is a stamp of literary excel- 
lence; and in this country, where art occupies so 
conspicuous a place, this stamp exalts to a still 
higher rank the eminent statesman or the eminent 
lawyer deemed worthy of it. Great is the beneficial 
influence exerted by this knowledge. It leads the 
bar toa more assiduous cultivation of letters, and 
thereby increases and refines the abilities of the 
legal profession to the great advantage of the whole 
nation. It was feared M. Jules Favre might not do 
justice to himself at his reception. Tradition re- 
quires the pew academician to read his speech. M. 
Jules Favre is eminent as an extempore speaker. 
The swan, which is so admirable where the pliant 
element moulds itseif to her caprices, is all un- 
graceful on land. M. Berryer made a figure un- 
equal to his reputation when he made his first 
address to the Academy ; he became so impatient of 
the manuscript shackles which clogged his flight that 
he begged the Academy’s pardon for asking its vote, 
saying “I can neither read nor write.” There was 
not one of M. Jules Favre’s friends who did not 
tremble when he rose with his printed speech in 
hand. They did injustice to the eminent artist. 
He is as distinguished in reading as in oratory. 
The prolonged applause which greeted him as he 
entered, supported by MM. Berryer and Thiers, and 
the brilliant audience attracted, avouched the high 
rank he held as an orator. I am sure I shall much 
more gratify you by giving extracts from his speech 
here, than by any comments I can make upon that 
day’s ceremonies. He began by saying :— 

“It is just forty years since, not far from this 
palace, in an edifice (the Sorbonne) devoted to the 
nublest instruction, a chair was again raised, around 
which hastened in throngs enthusiastic youths, 
eager to applaud him who was about to appear in 
it. A great and lawful popularity had preceded 
him thither, although he had scarcely reached ma- 
turity. On his admirable brow there glittered not 
only the flame of thought, but the ever irresistible 
halo of persecution. His voice, which was at the 
same time harmonious and powerful, seemed to be 
the vibration of an instrument glowing with inner 
fire. This fire animated also his profound and firm 
glance, through which his soul escaped in flashes, 
when agitated by the inspiration of eloquence. His 
sober and reserved gestures, the unction and solem- 
nity of his diction, the wealth of his language, the 
marvellous art with which he deduced dazzling im- 

- ages from the loftiest abstractions, made him the 
living personification of the initiator. He was at this 
moment something more ; he was the champion and 
the avenger of truth; he seized with a free hand 
its divine torch, which a pusillanimous administra- 
tion had attempted to extinguish, and his enthu- 
Siastic audience saluted him with a respectful and 
ingenuous faith, as the defender of human dignity, 
as the precursor of liberty. Amid this numerous 
assembly, where all hearts overflowed with that 
vivid joy which the triumph of a just cause gives, 
the person who manifested least emotion was a 
very obscure young student, greatly alarmed by 
the task life was about to impose on him, and 
who surrendered himself with transport to the en- 
thusiasm of a passionate admiration. What had 














been his terror and his incredulity, if some one had 
predicted to him that he should be summoned to 
| the rare honor of succeeding, in the midst of your 
illustrious company, the professor who appeared 
to him surrounded by such prodigious éc/at? Since 
then, time has moved; accumulated years have 
pushed the youth towards the decline of age, and 
while the inspired orator, the ingenious philosopher, 
the inimitable writer, making those years prolific, 
incessantly added new monuments to his glory, his 
future and too inadequate successor, absorbed by 
the tumult of business, went further and further 
away from the luminous paths where his fascinated 
sight had for a moment followed the waster, ad- 
vancing with an assured step towards the sovereign 
regions of pure science. Nevertheless, when I 
examine myself, I find with certainty the pro- 
found and permanent trace of his lessons. They 
communicated to my mind an imperious need of 
tracing everything which struck me to its cause, 
and of studying the nature of things without re- 
gard to received opinions. They strengthened one 
of my mind’s native tendencies by making it bet- 
ter understand, by brilliant example, the decisive 
power incomparable form gives to the manifesta- 
tions of thought. I moreover owed this intuition 
to the benefit of classical education, so well suited 
for producing taste and respect for the beautiful. 
At the earliest dawn of my intelligence I felt the 
empire of this seduction, and since then I have not 
ceased to tive underits charm. Therefore, when in 
my absolute destitution of academical titles I seek, in 
lack of services rendered, to learn by what good dis- 
position I have been able tosecure the unhoped favor 
of which I have been the object, I discover in myself 
no other merit—and it is very weak—than that of 
having always ardently loved letters, and cherished 
as far as was possible for me, the sentiment of their 
grandeur. It was their charms which agitated the 
morning of my life, when, in the illusion of my 
dreams, I summoned, like the poet, the mysterious 
breath which should raise me from earth and spread 
my name among men’s memory. 
Teutanda via est, qua me quoque possim 

Tollere humo, victorque virum volitare perora. 

(Georg., lib. iii. v. 8.) 

“T felt they could lend me their divine wings. 
The ideal is their empire. Sometimes they ravish 
with the harmonious accents of poetry, sometimes 
they subjugate by the rude authority of dialectics; 
here concealing the truth under the ingenious veil 
of fiction; there imposing it on men’s minds. Dis- 
engaged from all shackles, they are ofa truth the sov- 
ereigns of the world. They govern by the most law- 
ful power, that which knows no authority but free 
reason, that before which have always trembled 
and will always tremble politicians who have the 
insolent pretension of confiscating wisdom to their 
profit, and of substituting their personality to the 
opinion of their contemporaries. * * M. Victor 
Cousin’s unusual talents, the vigor and brillianey 
of his mind, his indefatigable ardor of labor, early 
marked him for one of the elect of science. The 
treasures of his rich imagination and the purity of 
his taste were to make him an orator and a writer. 
Born in Paris the 28th November, 1792, the son of 
a jeweller in straitened circumstances, but who, 
being an intellizent and zealous republican, made 
it a point of duty to give a thorough education to 
his son, he graduated at Charlemagne College, and 
carried off the first prize at the Grand Concours of 
1810. This first success attracted to him the at- 
tentions of M. de Montalivet, then Minister of the 
Interior, who offered him an anditor’s place in the 
Council of State. ‘Lhe offer was brilliant, and pro- 
mised rapid fortune. But the young prizeman had 























little fondness for the empire. Now he was not 
one of those who conceal their ambition under the 
mantle of the public good, and profess the conve- 
nient maxim that office may always be taken with 
propriety, because in accepting it the holder serves 
only the country. His opinion, on the contrary, 
was that to link one’s self to power, while making 
secret reservations, was a compromise unworthy an 
honest mind. He did merely his duty by refusing 
that place. How few are there who have strength 
to do so! What salutary obstacles would check 
bad governments were they not to find the mourn- 
ful facilities of conscience with which I am most 
gratified to contrast M. Cousin’s noble disinterest- 
edness. His resolution was particularly meritori- 
ous, for he was poor and without friends. Never- 
theless he did not hesitate to prefer his independ- 
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tender and sincere devotion of which it is the poeti- 
cal reflection. Unquestionably the philosopher and 
the historian disappear in the panegyrist. We are 
quickly consoled for this loss by the inimitable 
graces of a subjugated mind and by the generous 
impuises of a thoroughly enraptured heart. Be- 
sides, a lofty idea is disengaged from this seduc- 
tive creation. This is the homage paid to the dig- 
nity and sovereignty of the human intellect. In 
tracing with so flattering and loving a hand the 
portraits of celebrated women he removed from 
history to crown with literary immortality, M. Cou- 
sin remained faithful to Descartes. What he ad- 
mired in them was their soul purified and 
strengthened by noble studies. He showed the 
grandeur of this divine spring even in their errors, 
and he justly proposes them to the gratitude of 


ence to sure advantages. Science was to reward, posterity for the example and influence they ex- 


him largely for his disinterestedness. Immovable 
in his fidelity, he did not cease till his last day to 
devote all his efforts to science, and death, which 
surprised him at the end of a long career, alone in- 
terrupted that ardent labor which consumed, with- 
out ever exhausting, the devouring activity of his 
mind. * * Violently wrenched from his successes, 
M. Cousin did not feel one hour’s despair. He 
devoted himself ardently to study, that faithful 
friend of the forsaken. Then began to rise in him 
that passionate taste for books and philology. 
Science failed to suffive him. He added to it the 
patient and inquisitive investigation of texts, the 
comparison of editions, and he spared neither ex- 
pense nor fatigue to conquer the form of the author 
he studied in its original purity. In one of his 
excursions to Germany he was unepectedly ar- 
rested at Dresden, the 14th October, 1824, upon

If the women 
of the seventeenth century played a brilliant part— 
if their virtues, their courage, their passions gave 
their epoch a singular character of chivalric ani- 
mation—it was because, despite their apparent 
frivolity, they were thoroughly familiar with the 
seriousness of life; it was because they had in the 
first place sought from learning that strength it 
never refuses to any one who resolutely prosecutes 
it. We are astonished and almost humiliated, 
now a days, when we think on the variety of learn- 
ing familiar to those high-born ladies whom rank 
and beauty did not so dazzle as to make them con- 
‘sider distinction and dress the great object of life. 
Consequently, the most eminent men felt their

from all communication with his friends, ill, he in 
vain invoked the intervention of the French chargé 
des affaires, who prebably had received orders to re- 
main deaf to his complaints. He could then reflect 
on the petty nature of those governments which a 
vain terror drove to such criminal excesses, and 
freer in his chains than his frightened persecutors 
in their palaces, he consoled bimself by commerce 
with divine Plato, whose ‘ Banquet’ he translated. 
Examined only in December, it was February be- 
fore he was temporarily liberated and ordered to 
make Berlin his home. He seriously studied the 
German language there, and formed the acquaint- 
ance of all the eminent philosophers to whose 
works he had the merit of introducing us. * * 
Restored to private life by the fall of the July 
monarchy, M. Cousin easily consoled himself in 
his seciusion by devoting himself with more ardor 
than ever to his cherished studies. It was then, 
while rearranging with admirable patience and 
taste his preceding works and throwing new light 
on them by finished prefaces, he began to carry in- 
to execution an enterprise which had been the con- 
stant object of his meditations and his dreams. 
The seventeenth century had always captivated 
him by an attraction which age and reflection had 
but strengthened, and, surrendering himself with- 
out resistance to this predilection, he had turned 
all the strength of his mind to the reasons which 
could justify him. Consequently he came to cre- 
ate an absolute pre eminence for his favorite cen- 
tury, which led him to over-indulgence for its 
weak points. But who among us would be 
tempted to complain when this almost passionate 
Sentiment inspired him with those charming biog- 
raphies in which he has been most prodigal of all 
the riches of the most exquisite art? An enchant- 
ing art even in its subtleties, natural in its affecta- 
tions, and attesting by its very elaborateness the 


came the law; gallantry was ennobled, and in this 
agreeable commerce, from which no decent charm 
was banished, learning and the heart, courage and 
the graces, shared without contest the sovereign 
influence which prepared and governed public 
opinion. Women were not unfaithful to this duty 
during the course of the eighteenth century, to- 
wards which M. Cousin did not show himself suffi- 
ciently impartial. The indefatigable adversary of 
materialism, which he courageously fought, and, as 
I believe, scientifically conquered, he, too, com- 
pletely identified it with the eighteenth century, 
which, despite unjust attacks, will remain great by 
its faith in reason and its hatred of despotism. All 
of you have present to your memory the names of 
the illustrious women who, by the side of gene- 
rous writers, contributed to the marvellous philo- 
sophical spirit from whence flowed the triumph of 
the nation regenerated by liberty. Shall we 
commit the unpardonable fault of separating that 
which God has indissolubly united, of weaning 
women from the strong nourishment of the mind, 
and depriving ourselves of the valuable assistance 
of their very vigilant, tender, perspicacious wis- 
dom? To act in this way would be to inaugurate 
the reign of corruption and brute force. The reign 
of liberty should be begotten by manners and cus- 
toms, and these will not be noble except when, as- 
sociated with men by intellectual labors, the free- 
dom of thought aud the love of country, woman 
shall reassume her place in French society and 
the proper influence her noble qualities assure her. 
It is in re-reading the attractive pages M. Cousin 
has devoted to his illustrious heroines this salutary 
sentiment will be strengthened in us. They are 
also finished models of style. Their author alone 
constantly saw faults and made revisions of them. 
He lovingly prosecuted this labor, without, how- 
ever, neglecting to revise minutely each of the 
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editions of his different works, and to add com- 
mentaries and prefaces to them. No one carried 
farther than himself the scruples of a writer de- 
sirous of attaining the highest perfection. He de- 
voted his vigils to it, and when his strength 
declined his soul still sustained his indefatigable 
perseverance. It was amid these noble labors a 
gentle and calm death surprised him at Cannes, in 
his 75th year. He did not see its approach. He 
was prepared for it. If he had not the consolation 
of last farewells, he showed by his last will his 
touching fidelity to the friendships which had been 
the support and charm of his life. Neither did he 
forget the interests of science; he confirmed the 
foundation of a prize of 20,000f. to be distributed 
once every three years by the Academy of Moral 
and Political Sciences to the best work on ancient 
philosophy. He left a most valuable library, a 
real monument raised by him to the history of 
philosophy and to the literature of the seventeenth 
eentury. » Desirous to make it useful to the studi- 
ous, he gave it to the State, with an annual income 
of 10,000f. for its preservation: and the selection 
he made of the person to whom the care of his dear 
treasures should, for the first time, be confided was 
likewise a tribute paid to a sacred affection, and at 
the same time a well merited tribute to learning, 
modesty, and dignity of character. His zeal for 
everything which touched the Academy never 
tired, and the labors he undertook for you demon- 
strated the whole extent of the respect he felt for 
philosophy and the French language, from which 
he rightly did not separate the former. In proof 
of this I instance his report on the ‘Necessity of 
a New Edition of “ Pascal’s Thoughts,”’ which en- 
grossed by its reading no less than five of your 
meetings. Attaching the greatest importance to 
the purity of texts, he insisted no effort should be 
spared to re-establish those of classical authors. 
He had not waited this occasion to join practice to 
precept. He had devoted his vigils to publish 
Proclus, Abelard, and Descartes, and these pub- 
lications, the fruit of an immense labor, had cost 
him no less than 35,000f. When science was at 
stake he forgot everything except his friends, for 
whom, despite some external roughness, he kept 
the secret delicacy of his heart. To those who, 
despite the revelations of his inimitable talents, 
questioned his profound sensibility, he beforehand 
victoriously replied by a notice full of emotion of 
Marquis de Santa Rosa. In it he narrated the sub- 
lime life and death of.this martyr of Italian inde- 
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| narration, and quoting from it largely, he closes 
the review with the following words :— 

“ The course of the history of the Jesuit missions 
has enabled us to give specimens of the style in 
which Mr. Parkman has written. We know of few 
historical writers who combine such rare gifts as 
this American author.

often also, in his vivid portraiture, of Lord Macau- 
lay. He is generous, and ready to give all their 
due, and though himself a Protestant, probably of 
the most broad school, he does homage to the piety, 
devotedness, and self-sacrifice of the noble men 
whose lives and labors he sketches. His power of 
description, which first became kuown by his ‘ His- 
tory of the Conspiracy of Pontiac,’ never flags. ‘he 
book is written with even force throughout, and 
possesses an intensity of interest rarely equalled. 
Mr. Parkman’s sketches of lake and forest scenery 
in the glory of summer or in the gloom of winter 
are of exquisite beauty; and his delicate delinea- 
tions of character prove him to be an equally ac- 
complished portrait painter.” 

Samvet Bowres & Co., of Springfield, Mass., will

Mr. Lonerettow has received quite an ovation 
in England.

Independent of the works which he has 
written, M. Michel has edited a great many, chiefly 
throwing light upon or belonging to the epochs be- 
tween the time of Charlemagne and that of Louis 
the Eleventh. He is now in his fifty-ninth year, 
and was decorated with the Legion of Honor before 
he was thirty. He is a native of Lyons, and is one 
of the best-read men of letters in France. He speaks 
and writes English with great facility and ease, and 
translated into French the works of Sterne and 
Goldsmith. 

P. Haverty, of New York, has put into the 
market a new issue of the poems of that fervid and 
powerful Irish writer, Thomas Davis. 


Carter & Son, of Boston, have printed a new 
issue of the “ Dictionary of Correspondence,” which 
has been for some time out of print. 


Tue American Tract Society, New York, have 
printed a quarto edition of the Bible from the 
plates of their standard octavo edition. It is on 
excellent paper, with a wide margin; and has notes, 
and the references and marginal readings of the 
so-called “ Polyglot Bible.’’ 

Mr. Oxiver 8. Fett, for some years a well-known 
and respected publisher and commission dealer in 
books, died at his place of residence in New York 
on July 9th, having leaped from the window of his 
room while deprived of his senses during an attack 
of illness. Mr. Felt was a gentleman of agreeable 
manners and good business standing and abilities, 
and his business is understood to have been well 
established and increasingly prosperous at the time 
of his death. 

Mr. B. Steexe Nicnotson, M. A., of the University | 
of Dublin, has published a volume on “St. Patrick, 
the Apostle of Ireland in the Third Century,” in 
which, he avers, “the story of his mission by Pope 
Celestine in A. D. 431 and his connection with the 
Church of Rome proved to be a mere fiction,” If | 
he does prove this, Mr. Nicholson will scarcely be | 
thanked by the bulk of the Irish people.

Proresson Max Mitter lias recently written a 
note to Messrs. Charles Scribner & Co. which dis- 
poses of a report that, perhaps, has been current 
here, although we have heard nothing of it, to the 
effect that he intended coming te this country and 
while here would deliver lectures. For the reason 
set forth in the note we copy what the distinguished 
professor says in reference to the matter: “I have 
received several invitations to lecture in the United 
States. I suppose some mistake has occurred. A 
colleague of mine, Professor Goldwin Smith, intends 
to visit the United States. My professional work 
at Oxford makes it impossible for me to absent my- 
self from England long enough to give a course of 
lectures in the United States. Perhaps a short no- 
tice in the American papers would save trouble to 
the presidents or secretaries of the colleges or in- 
stitutes who are writing to me on the subject. 
Much as I should like to visit the United States, I 
should feel that, as a lecturer on language and re- 
ligion, I was carrying coals to Newcastle, consider- 
ing how many excellent lecturers on those subjects 
you possess in America.’’— Nation. 

Tue Lonpon Times.—The Times is in an era of 
great prosperity, and the endeavor in the estab- 
lishment is to issue a newspaper which will at 
once be a model of correct typography, excellent 
printing, and the purest English. It is considered 
that the care bestowed in the Times office upon 
the diction of its leading articles has contributed 
more than anything else to preserve the purity of 
the English language. The staff of “leader” writ- 
ers is large, and upon it are the best newspaper 
writers in England, where an editor’s ambition is 
to be employed by the Times. Unlike the custom 
in America, the object at the Times office is to pre- 
serve the impersonality of the paper. What it 
contains is said by the paper itself, and not by any 
individual, and for that reason its opinions and 
statements go before the world with all the weight 
the newspaper can give them. Its editors never 
write. They forecast, day by day, the policy of 
the paper; suggest subjects to the leader writers ; 
sit in judgment upon their articles when written ; 
and decide what shall or shall not go into the 
paper. Its correspondents, in England and abroad, 
receive but one instruction, and that is to send ac- 
curate and impartial accounts of transpiring events, 
at the earliest moment, written in such a manner 
as to interest the readers. 

To conduct this establishment a large force is, of 
course, required. It prints every day from 1700 
to 3000 advertisements, and on extraordinary oc- 
casions even more. It also prints twenty to thirty 
columns of reading matter. To perform the me- 
chanical part of the work 400 persons are employed 
at Printing-House Square, whilst probably as many 
more are attached to the paper in literary posi- 
tions. With reference to advertisements, as the 
paper is always receiving more than it can print, 
it promises early insertions to none but the poor 
people who want places, and a few other urgent 
classes. No one who comes after twelve o’clock on 
any day with his advertisement can hope for an 
insertion in the next day’s paper, whilst generally 
the advertisers do not see their advertisements 
printed until two or three days, or sometimes as 
many weeks, after they are handed over the coun- 
ter. They have to wait their turn, and such is the 
anxiety to get them in the Times, that the English 
public submit patiently to delays that the Ameri- 
can public would never tolerate. The lowest charge 
is for “ wants,” in which case each advertiser is 
allowed three lines for a half crown, about 60 cents, 
gold. For all others, the regular rate is a shilling 
a line, 24 cents, gold, but no advertisement is 
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taken for less than four shillings, whilst long ad- 
vertisements are charged more in proportion, the 
rate, after the first fifty lines, being two shillings a 
line. The cheapest rates are allowed to public 
charities and similar classes, but nothing extra is 
charged for favorite positions in the paper. 
In the mornings, when the people flock to the 
* Times office to hand in their advertisements, Print- 
ing-House Square is a place of the greatest bustle 
and activity, but in the afternoon it is compara- 
tively deserted. The advertising pages are made 
up in a regular order, beginning with the births on 
the first column of the first page, and the ‘‘agonies,” 
as “ personals’’ are called, on the second column, 
and closing with the auction notices, of which 
alone in the paper of last Saturday, June 6th, there 
were twenty-five columns. There are no headings 
to the advertising columns, each department com- 
ing unannounced on the heels of its predecessor, 
and this course, by bringing “washing taken in” 
immediately ahead of the aristocratic “tutors,”’ I 
am told, has caused great complaint among that 
class of the English community, as they regard 
their characters as soiled by the juxtaposition. 
The office for the receipt of advertisements is con- 
ducted by eleven persons, and is devoted to that 
business exclusively, the publication office being a 
separate building. 
The reading matter is furnished by the editorial, 
reportorial and corresponding staffs, there being 
besides 22 law reporters, 19 Parliamentary report- 


ers, 12 police reporters, and an indefinite number , 
, 


of miscellaneous writers, kuown as “penny-a-liners”’ 
in London, at least 100 correspondents in various 
parts of Great Britain, and some 40 foreign corres- 
pondents in other parts of the world. 
liamentary reporters 16 are phonographers, two 
make summaries of the debates in the Heuses, and 
one directs the force. 
are 130 compositors employed, 60 laboring by day, 
and 70 at night, whilst 11 foremen and assistants 
direct their movements. Twenty-four persons are 
required to read proofs, and three are employed 
merely to “ pull’’ the proofs. The advertisements 
are set up during the day, and the reading matter 
at night, the advertising pages being made up at 
from five to seven o’clock in the evening. Read- 
ing matter is received until daylight and after- 
wards, and the reading pages are rarely put to 
press before 4 A. M., whilst leading articles are 
frequently written on Parliamentary debates and 
other events happening after midnight, and appear 
in print the following morning. England is differ- 
ent in its habits from the United States, and very 
early newspaper issues are not demanded. In all 
this work the greatest care is taken to guard 
against mistakes, and every line printed is read 
over by proof-readers four or five different times. 
Ten stereotypers prepare the plates for the print- 


ing machines, by the papier-mache process now in | 


use in the “Public Ledger” office and in other 


leading newspaper offices in the United States, and | 
these machines are now run continuously from | 


about eight o'clock in the evening until seven the 
next morning, besides work during the day upon 
“second editions.” Sixteen firemen and engineers 
attend the engines and boilers, six men prepare 
the paper, before printing, ninety are employed on 
the presses, and seven deliver the paper to the 
news-agents after it is printed. No carriers are 
employed, as in the United States, but the whole 
edition is sold out to news-agents, the number of 


copies printed being no more than the sum total of | 
their orders, which have to be handed in by two | 


P. M. on the previous day. 
The wholesale price of the Times is 2}. per copy 
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' (about 4} cents gold); the retail price, 34., (6 cents, 
gold). For the benefit of the employés, there are 
established in the office a saving fund, a sick fund, 
and a céoperative restaurant, managed by five per- 
sons, at which all the employés get their food and 
drink at wholesale cost prices. This is known 
familiarly as “The Canteen.’’ Stability and com- 
fort are great objects in Printing-House Square. 
The apartments, dingy without, are clean and spa- 
cious within, and faithful laborers remain there a 
lifetime, bequeathing their places to their sons, 
Many now in the place have worked there five-and- 
twenty years, and two in particular, still hale and 
hearty, have been in the office respectively 45 and 
55 years. Father and son work side by side, and 
all seem to regard the place and its directors with 
the greatest affection. 

To print the Times seventy tons weight of paper, 
and two tons of printing ink are used every week, 
whilst the average weight of the daily issue of the 
paper is from eleven to twelve tons. The machines 
upon which this large edition is printed are the 
best of their kind. There are two ten-cylinder Hoe 
presses, and two eight-cylinder Applegath ma- 
chines; the aggregate actual work done by them 
being 52,000 impressions an hour, 16,000 from each 
of the former, and 10,000 from each of the latter. 
Besides these there is now in use the ‘* Walter 
Printing Press,” which is a self-feeder, and man- 
aged by a man and two boys, prints a large share 
of the advertixing pages of the Times. Its capacity 
is from 22,000 to 24,000 impressions an hour, and 
it produces in that time from 11,000 to 12,000 per- 
fect sheets, printed on both sides, and ready for 
the reader. 

This machine is somewhat similar to the Ameri- 
can Bullock press. It prints from a large roll of 
paper containing 2500 to 3000 sheets, cuts them 
apart after printing, and then delivers them by a 
double motion into two piles. It has been pro- 
nounced a success by competent judges here, and 
will probably revolutionize the printing business 
in England, on account of its great capacity, and 
the cheapness with which it is operated. This 
wonderful machine was invented and constructed 
by Mr. John C. Mae Donald, one of the leading men 
of Printing- House Square, and has been named by 
him the “ Walter Printing Press,” in honor of the 
proprietor of the Times. He spent six years of 
constant, anxious labor in building and perfect- 
ing it. 

The present circulation of the Times is from 
63,000 to 68,000 daily, the ordinary issue being a 
sixteen page newspaper, whilst sometimes it is in- 
creased toa twenty page newspaper.— Correspoud- 
ence of the Public Ledger, London, June 13, 1868. 


Ir may be worth while to put upon record, as a 
curiosity, that in the leading literary journal of 
London, “a first-class man in Classics’’ advertises 
that he will give “tuition by correspondence” on 
High Classics, Logic, and the Moral Sciences. 
The proprietor of a weekly provincial newspaper 
advertises his desire to place his son under some 
gentleman of the press, who will undertake to in- 
struct him in short-hand and ordinary newspaper 
composition. This is evidently a practical, sensi- 
ble man. 

Mr. Puitie Smitn’s “History of the Ancient 
World” is advertised by its Loudon publishers as 
‘“*The Modern Rollin.” 

At Warsaw, a new edition of the “ Talmud,” in 
twelve volumes 8vo., has been published. It sells 
in London for about half a dollar the volume.

Ir appears that Lord Brougham (whose mortal 
remains will permanently rest in the cemetery at 
Cannes, where he died) was, for some years past, 
the Father, or senior member of the Royal Society 
of England. He was elected a Fellow in 1803, at 
the age of twenty-five. He was only eighteen, in 
1796, when was published in the “ Philosophical 
Transactions” his paper on “ Experiments and Ob- 
servations on the Inflection, Reflection, and Colors 
of Light.” The Earl of Lonsdale, elected in 1810, 
has succeeded Lord Brougham as “ Father” of the 
Royal Society. Next below him are Sir Henry Ellis, 
late Librarian of the British Museum; Sir John 


Herschel, son of the astronomer and himself an} 


illustrious man of science; and Lord Broughton, 
better known as Sir John C. Hobhouse, the friend, 
early and late, of Byron, with whom he travelled, 
when both were young, in Greece and Turkey. 
Wirurn a week after the announcement of Lord 
Brougham’s death, Mr. John McGilchrist had pub- 
lished a half-crown volume (pp. 256, octavo) of his 
“ Life and Career,’’ with extracts from his speeches 
and notices of his contemporaries. The late Mr. C. 
R. Dod, compiler of the * Parliamentary Companion” 
and the “ Peerage,” which still bear his name, sup- 
plied the * Times” for many years with the admir- 
able memories of celebrated personages which 
appeared in that journal, sometimes at great length 
(the Duke of Wellington ovcupied two pages), simul- 


taneously with the announcement of these deaths. | 


He is said to have wiitten an extended memoir of 
Brougham twenty years ago, when the Ex-Chancel- 
lor had nearly completed his seventieth year. It 
happened, however, that Mr. Dod died in 1855, so 
that Lord Brougham outlived his speculative bio- 
grapher by thirteen years! 

Iy a letter published in “The Stationer” (a Lon- 
don monthly) for June, Mr. Charles Brewer, of 
Liverpool, thus writes of the invention of envelopes : 
“About forty years ago, there lived at Brighton a 
bookseller and stationer of the name of S. K. Brewer, 
and he used to place in his shop-window piles of 
paper, beginning at the largest up to the then 
smallest size, 16mo.; but to finish off the pile he cut 
cards so as to bring them up toa point. Ladies 
used to goin and ask for that ‘dear little paper,’ 
which induced him to cut paper in small sizes. 
Then came the difficulty of the place for address ; 
and the result was he invented the envelope, and 


had metal plates made for cutting them to shape | 


and sizes. This pleased the ladies, and orders 


came to him for the little paper and envelopes from | 


all parts. This at length became such a demand 
upon his time, that he got Dobbs & Co., of London, 
to make them for him. Such was the beginning of 
the envelope trade. When a child I have just a 
remembrance of playing with the cutting plates, 
and the above account I have had from my mother, 
who is now alive and well upin years.” We are 
decidedly impressed with the belief that envelopes 


were used, at least in the official correspondence of | 


the public departments of the British Government, 
long before the date assigned by Mr. Brewer. 

_ Tae success of the “Daily News” (a London 
journa! lately sold for six cents,) since its reduction 


to two cents, is said to have been far greater than was 


anticipated by its proprietors, Bradbury & Evans, 
who also own “Punch.” It may be remembered 
that the “Daily News” was begun twenty-three 
years ago, before penny papers sprang up, as the 
rival of the “Times.” It was first edited by Mr. 
Charles Dickens. 

Tue July number of “Belgravia,” Miss Brad- 
don’s magazine, contains “ Father Prout in Paris,’’ 
by Blanchard Jerrold. 
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Dr. Lyon Pravratr, Professor of Chemistry in the 
University of Edinburgh, and generally believed to 
have written most of the speeches and addresses 
which the late Prince Albert delivered as his own, 
is a candidate for the representation, in the House 
of Commons, of the new constituency formed by 
the conjoined Universities of Edinburgh and St. 
Andrews. If elected, he will resign his chair and 
devote himself to his parliamentary duties. He is 
forty-nine years old, Companion of the Bath, Officer 
of the Legion of Honor, and several other knightly 
orders of Europe, and one of the best of British 
practical chemists. 

Exrav Borairtt, ‘the learned blacksmith,” has 
contributed some papers to “Fireside Words’? (a 
London low-priced monthly), which he designates 
“ Fireside Lessons in Forty Languages,” which, he 
says, “will tabulate comparatively the Celtic fami- 
ly, including the Celto-Breton, Cornish, Irish, 
Gaelic, Welsh, and Manks, in the same manner in 
which the Latin and Teutonic families have already 
been presented in previous numbers of the maga- 
zine.” 

Mr. Disraeut, who granted a pension of £100 
per annum to the widow of the late John Leech, 
one of the artists of “ Punch,” has now extended 
it to their children, on the death of their mother. 

A GREAT monument to Martin Luther, erected 
by public subscription at Worms, was publicly un- 
veiled on Thursday, June 25th. The King of Prus- 
sia and other princes were present. 

A compLete edition of the writings of Walter 
Savage Landor, in two royal octavo volumes, has 
just been issued by Lippincott & Co., who have 
nearly ready Lord Byron’s Poems, in one 8vo. vol- 
ume illustrated; a new novel by “Ouida,” to be 
called “Tricotrin; or the Story of a Waif and 
Stray ;” and “Gold Elsie,” a novel, after the Ger- 
man of E. Marlitt, author of “ The Old Mam’selle’s 
Secret,” one of the best modern continental works 
of fiction. 

Ay English translation, by Gilbert Tait, of the 
Hymns of Denmark, has appeared in London, 

Mr. Tyrwuirt, a retired English chaplain, who 
employed his leisure in tracing out the married life 
of the Jewish heroine, Esther, and her spouse 
Ahasuerus, has just published the results of his 
inquiries in two octavo volumes of 970 pages. 


OBITUARY. 
Mr. Samuer Bentiey, a very distinguished and 
successful printer in London, formerly in partner- 
ship with his brother Richard, now the well-known 
publisher, and who retired from business in 1853, has 
died at the age of eighty-two. Among his best 
printed books were the works of Mr. Yarrell on 
natural history, published by Mr. Van Voorst. 
The illustrations in these volumes are wonderfully 
good, largely owing to their being finely printed. 
Mr. Bentley was nephew of Mr. John Nichols, the 
literary antiquarian, for whom he compiled an in- 
dex to his “ Literary Anecdotes,” which of itself 
covers a volume of seven hundred pages octavo, 
and is the best book of the sort ever published. 


Mr. Errincuam Witson, who has been over fifty

LAW. 

Commentaries on the Criminal Law. By Joel Pren- 
tiss Bishop. 2 vols. pp. xxxii., 773; xii., 809. 
Kosten: Little, Brown & Co. 

We bave here a fourth edition of Mr. Bishop’s 
work. ‘The first volume of it appeared in 1856, and 
the second in 1558.) The third edition was issued 
ip }s05., and new a fourth is called for. We are 
not surprired at the rapid sale of the work, tor it is 
marked by many excellent qualities. Mr. Bishop 
has certam peculiarities of thought and style
